where has the enemy had the better 
of any encounter. 


Germ ans Forced Back. 
Over a front of four miles between 
iiailleul and Vieux Borquin on the Ly s 
sector, the Itritish have forced back 
the Germans to a depth ranging from 
1,000 to 2.000 y ards, tak ing In the 
maneuver the village of Outtersteen 
nnd 
prisoners 
A little to the 
south along the Ly s river near Mer 
ville the Itritish also have advanced 
their line, and still farther south, be 
tween Airas and Albert, the Germans 
have been relieved under pressure oi 
further terrain near Bucquoy .
